They are spending a vaca­ 
tion in Cuba and send this account 
of their stay: 
“We've added only one new bird 
to our ‘lift—list* on this tiip: thi 
Cuban emerald hummingbird. This 
compares with nine on our 
trip 
here last May, vet I've already told 
you that this time we’ve been lazy 
instead of chasing madly about. 
However, this all-green hum ming­ 
bird with a touch ol white about 
the tail was seen under most pleas­ 
ant circumstances. We hired an 
auto and took the family on a three 
day trip into the Pinar del Rio 
province and on New Year’s day 
were in the famous and spectacular 
Valle de Vinales, lunching at the 
Rancho San Vincente. Afterward 
we sat near the swimming pool 
fram ed in bouganville and double 
hibiscus; a mass of riotous color. 
Suddenly we spied the humm ing­ 
bird among the blossoms and he 
obliged by flitting from flower to 
flower, not five feet away from us, 
for 20 minutes. 
“About Havana there are not 
many birds to be seen, although 
each morning we place seeds and 
crum bs on the balcony for the Eng­ 
lish sparrows. The Cuban people 
seem to know little of their birds 
and flowers, just taking them for 
granted, and. are 
indifferent to 
learning about them scientifically. 
A University of Havana professor 
is now preparing the first book on 
Cuban biids, we believe with an 
American fellowship for flu 
re­ 
search, But we wonde r if there’ll 
be much of a sale to 
Cubans. 
Should the book be? about music, 
dancing or clothing and jewelry, it 
woulel be an immediate be: t»seller, 
“The Cubans do, how ewer, like 
pets about them; not so many cats, 
but dogs galore, goats, pigeons 
chickens, turkeys, pigs and, in the 
country, a small species of riding 
horse and fine, big oxen for plow­ 
ing. It is highly amusing to see the 
dogs, goats, pigeons and turkeys 
going in and out of the poorer 
homes as fieely as the people—but 
don’t we do practically the same 
thing at home in Atlanta.

We do have 
quail and often as many as 80 feed 
in the yard.

They devoured the crickets and 
saved the Saints and there is a 
monum ent in their honor in our 
Temple Block.

It s All Done with Mirrors 


\ 7 0 U ’VE no doubt often heard 
I people laughingly explain aw ay 
som ething that appeared m y steri­ 
ous by saying, “Oh, it’s all done 
w ith m irrors.” 
Well, th e re’s a type of picture 
taking that is quite literally done 
w ith m irro rs—and th e re’s nothing 
p articularly m ysterious about it. 
Since it is a bit unusual—and 
frequently so very effective—peo- | 
pie som etim es have the idea that 
it m ust be difficult to do. Actually, 
it isn’t at all. It’s just like any in- j 
door picture taking w ith the ex- | 
ception of one thing. 
The exception lies in howT you , 
figure the distance in order to d e­ 
term ine the exposure. W hen pho­ 
tographing your subject reflected 
in a m irror, the distance becomes 
the sum of the distance from your 
light source to the subject and 
from the m irro r to the subject. 
You can do these pictures w ith ; 


either photoflash bulbs or photo­ 
flood lam ps for illum ination. O ther 
than in the case of the one excep­ 
tion m entioned above, you will 
follow generally the regular rules 
for indoor snapshooting. 
H ow ever, if you are w orking 
w ith an adjustable cam era, you 
’should use the sm allest lens o p en ­ 
ing in order to achieve the greatest 
depth of field and bring the reflec­ 
tion of your subject in the m irror 
into sh arp focus. 
The subject possibilities of m ir­ 
ror-shooting are unlim ited as are 
the possibilities for creating both 
fam iliar and dram atic situations. 
You don’t have to lim it your su b ­ 
ject choice to people. I ’ve seen 
some very clever shots of anim als 
as they gazed at their ow n reflec­ 
tions in a m irror w ith expressions 
ranging from serious concern to 
curiosity to b ew ilderm ent to pride.

None of these men could obtain 
adequate drainage without going 
together because the natural w ater­ 
shed within which these farms are 
located had a common outlet. East 
Bean Branch, and the water had to

With help from the Production 
and Marketing Administration and 
the 
Soil 
Conservation 
Service, 
working through 
their Soil Con­ 
servation District, these men have 
now substantially 
increased the 
total 
value of 
their 
farms by 
guaranteeing 
higher production 
and insuring the harvest of crops 
in the fall. 
Two of the ten farmers in the 
watershed did not participate but 
received benefits from the proj­ 
ect as did the other eight, but these 
men were willing to furnish them 
drainage free in order to improve 
their own farms. 
Their first step was to form an 
organization and submit a request 
to their local Soil Conservation 
District for assistance.

The attack, jum ping off in se­ 
crecy Thursday at 7 a. m. (1 p. m. 
Wednesday, CST) had gained 12 
miles by Friday night, Becker re­ 
ported. 
Becker said the attack began on 
a line parallel to Osan, 10 miles

through Suwon. 
His report of a 
12-mile gain indicated the dough­ 
boys had thrust at least two miles 
north beyond Suwon.

It's All Done with Mirrors 


\ / O U ’VE no doubt often heard 
1 people laughingly explain away 
something that appeared mysteri­ 
ous by saying, “Oh, it’s all done 
with mirrors.” 
Well, there’s a type of picture 
taking that is quite literally done 
with mirrors—and there’s nothing 
particularly mysterious about it. 
Since it is a bit unusual—and 
frequently so very effective—peo­ 
ple sometimes have the idea that 
it must be difficult to do. Actually, 
it isn’t at all. It’s just like any in­ 
door picture taking with the ex ­ 
ception of one thing. 
The exception lies in how’ you 
figure the distance in order to de­ 
termine the exposure. When pho­ 
tographing your subject reflected 
in a mirror, the distance becomes 
the sum of the distance from your 
light source to the subject and 
from the mirror to the subject 
You can d > these pictures with 


either photoflash bulbs or photo­ 
flood lamps for illumination. Other 
than in the case of the one excep­ 
tion mentioned above, you will 
follow generally the regular rules 
for indoor snapshooting. 
However, if you are w’orking 
with an adjustable camera, you 
should use the smallest lens open- 
rdcr to achieve thi 
f field and bring t 
your subject in tl 
irp focus.

With help from the Production 
and M arketing A dm inistration and 
the 
Soil 
Conservation 
Service, 
w orking through 
their Soil C on­ 
servation District, these men have 
now substantially 
increased the 
total 
value of 
their 
farm s by 
guaranteeing 
higher 
production 
and insuring the harvest of crops 
in the fall. 
Two of the ten farm ers in the 
w atershed did not participate but 
received benefits from the p ro j­ 
ect as did the other eight, but these 
men w ere willing to furnish them 
drainage free in order to im prove 
their own farms. 
Their first step was to form an 
organization and subm it a request 
to their local Soil C onservation 
District for assistance. The District 
Board of Supervisors, Ervin Hobbs, 
TV E. Jones, Elm er Sehaper, L uther 
Cooper and A. D. A rn h art, ap p ro v ­ 
ed their request and directed the 
Soil Conservation Service staff at 
Jackson to m ake a p relim inary re­ 
port to see w h eth er the project was 
feasible. 
A fter the su rv ey 
proved the 
project to be a practical one, a d e­ 
tailed survey was m ade by S.C.S. 
engineers. D rainage ditches w ere 
located, staked out and the yardage 
| to be moved calculated. The m ain 
I ditching job involved 5.1 miles and 
required the m ovem ent of 42.423 
I cubic yards of dirt. 
The m agnitude of the job was 
1 such that it attracted a lot of dirt 
| moving 
contractors. 
Individuals 
usually pay from 17c to 20c per 
¡yard for m oving dirt due to the 
; fact that it costs m oney to move 
draglines long distances for small 
jobs. Six contractors bid on the 
job with the U tley 
C onstruction 
Com pany of C ape G irard eau being 
aw arded the contract at 13 4c per 
yard. To indicate how keen the 
bidding was the second low m an 
bid 13.7c per yard. 
W hile the main ditching job w as 
com pleted J a n u a ry 1, 1951. a great 
deal of field ditching still rem ains 
to be done. In fact, on the eight 
farm s these m en will construct a 
total of 16.3 miles of field ditches 
varying in depth from 1 to 2 and 
one-half w ith 3 to 1 side slopes. 
The dragline ditches w ere m uch 
larger, varying from ditches 6 feet 
deep with bottom s 6 feet wide and 
2 to 1 side slopes at the outlet end 
to ditches 4 feet deep w ith 4 foot 
bottom s tow ard the upper end of 
the drain ag e area. 
Field ditches will be constructed 
m ainly w ith ordinary farm tractors 
over a period of years as the fa rm ­ 
ers can fit this job into their rcgu-

The Soil C onservation Service 
has 
dedicated its 
assistance 
to 
farm ers— to a program of proper 
land use for every acre on the 
farm. 
All eight of these m en now have 
applications for assistance from the 
district for w orking out com plete 
conservation farm plans on their 
farms. D rainage is just as im port­ 
ant as soil conservation practice to 
those men as terracing is to hill 
farmers. 
In brief, before a good soil con­ 
serving and soil building rotation 
can be followed drainage is the 
m ajor problem in Southeast Mis­ 
souri. These men want to go all the 
way and bring their farm s into a 
high state of productivity and still 
m aintain this high level to pass on 
to their children. 
T heir conservation farm plans 
include drainage, soil treatm ents 
and proper rotations w ith better 
hay and p astu re crops. 
These people are livestock men 
and all of this adds up to greater 
feed production, better 
livestock 
and finally, better living—th e ulti­ 
m ate aim of any soil conservation 
program . 
The P roduction and M arketing 
A dm inistration certainly comes in 


for a great deal of credit on this 
whole job. T hrough their incentive 
p ay m en t program they are able to 
pay a substantial percentage of the 
dirt m oving costs and w ithout their 
assistance it is doubtful w h eth er 
this project would have been pos­ 
sible from a financial standpoint. 
No one 
questioned 
w hether it 
w as financially feasible but due to 
the trem endous am ount of dirt to 
be moved some farm ers m ight not 
have been able to find that kind 
of m oney for im m ediate use so the 
contractor could push the job to 
•completion so quickly. 
In addition to the drainage work, 
P.M.A. is in position now to assist 
these farm ers over a period ot 
years on their pastu re im urovm ent 
work, field ditching and m any o th ­ 
er soil conservation practices. This 
project typifies how Southeast Mis­ 
souri farm ers who have been fa r­ 
sighted 
enough 
to organize soil 
conservation districts are solving 
problem s com m on to most of them, 
using their districts again as the 
m edium th ro u g h w hich they can 
obtain assistance from the several 
agricultural agencies in their com ­ 
munities.

G erm ination of cotton planting 
s$ed in Scott C ounty ,s generally 
poor, says County Agent Tom B. 
Stroup. All cotton seed needs to 
have a germ ination test made be­ 
fore planting. W here germ ination 
is low and better seed is not av ail­ 
able, the planting rate should be 
increased. 
Tests m ade on cottonseed from 
Southeast M issouri by the Seed 
Testing L ab o rato ry of the Field 
Crops D ep artm en t of th e College 
of A griculture indicate that some 
70 per cent of the seed is below 80 
in germ ination, 40fX is below 70. 
and 20 per cent is below 60. 
Both the Seed Testing L ab o ra­ 
tory at the College of A griculture 
at Columbia, and th e laboratory of 
th e S tate D epartm ent ol A gricul­ 
tu re at Jefferson City will test seed 
free of charge. The County E x­ 
tension Office can provide in stru c­ 
tions on sending in seed sam ples 
for test.
